New York Panic Stayed. 

Bulletin!, Wail street convalescing 
nicely from an acute attack of mone- 
tary anaemia induced by publie indig- 
nation and popular distrust over the 
malpractice of certain bank promoting 
“doctors”—thanks to the heroic infu- 
sion of cash into the main arteries of 
finance at the critical 
moment by the noted 
specialists, Dr. Morgan, 
Dr. Rockefeller and Dr. 
wR) Cortelyou. 

That is about how the 
‘New York financial dis- 
turbance of last week 
looks figuratively to the 
J. P. Morgan yest of the country, 
judging from the comment of repre- 
sentative papers in different sections. 
The drastic action of the New York 
clearing’ house in cutting loose from 
the trust companies and in fencing the 
Heinze- Morse-Barney-Thomas clique 
out of the institutions which had been 
used for gambling purposes went far 
to disconcert those angry financiers 
who, like the vice president of the 
suspended Knickerbocker Trust, still 
sought to’ place the blame on President 
Roosevelt. j 

Directly traceable to the withdrawal 
of these men’ was the run on the 
Knickerbocker Trust, which resulted 
in its suspension, with more than $62,- 
000,000 in deposits, for lack of cash or 
friends in the street to provide it on 
the securities offered. When-the run 
began on the Trust Company of Amer- 
ica and $10,000,000 in ready cash melt- 
ed away like snow in summer, while 


stocks on the exchange were tumbling 
auu cum money went tO (VU ana iuter tv 


90 per cent, the danger of the scare 
was apparent to all. Then it was that 
a pool of leading bankers, formed by 
J. P. Morgan and aided by John D. 
Rockefeller, came to the rescue, while 
Secretary of the Treasury Cortelyou 
gave all the assistance of his great of- 
fice within the law. More than $100,- 
000,000 were thus placed at the dis- 
posal of the market at low rates or for 
good securities. Thus was the tide 
turned and confidence restored. Sey- 
eral small banks suspended, but were 
found to be solvent. The brokerage 
firm of Mayer & Co. failed for $6,000,- 
000. The Pittsburg exchange closed 
after the failure of the Westinghouse 
companies .was announced. Receivers 
were named for these. 

Fish Apparently a Winner. 

The agreement of the parties at issue 
to adjourn the meeting of the Lllinois 
Central stockholders to Dec. 18 was 
taken to indicate that the partial count 
of proxies showed a strong trend of 
sentiment favorable to the Fish inter- 
ests. Meanwhile the scramble _ for 
proxies will continue and the case be 
fought out in the courts. Mr. Fish said 
the most that could be hoped for under 
the modified injunction was to prevent 
an election of directors at this. time. 
Railroads Quit Rate Fight. . , 

Under an agreement with Governor 
Comer of Alabama the Southern rail- 
way and other lines in that state, ex- 
cept the Louisville and Nashville, are 
to put the 2% cent fare and freight 
rate into effect Dec. 1, and all litiga- 
tion as a result of resistance to the 
rates is to be withdrawn. 

Southern Steel Company Bankrupt. 

The Southern Steel company of Bir- 
mingham, Ala., capitalized at $25,000,- 
000, was put into involuntary bank- 
ruptey Oct. 24 on account of being 
hard pressed for ready money. This 
was assumed to be a direct result of 
the financial panic in Wall street. 


EXECUTIVE 


Wider Canal Locks Required. 

The isthmian canal commission has 
laid before the secretary of the navy 
the suggestion that the locks of the 
Panama canal be wider than now plan- 
ned owing to the larger size of mer- 
chant vessels and warships now com- 
ing into vogue. It is thought possible 
that this question may revive the dis- 
cussion of a sea level waterway. 


Trust Goods Confiscated. 

A new step has been taken by the 
administration in its war upon illegal 
trusts by invoking section .6 of the 
Sherman antitrust law to justify the 
seizure of about $7,000 worth of to- 
bacco goods in Virginia belonging to 
corporations allied to the American To- 


~ bacco company, otherwise known as 


the tobacco trust. Up to this time sec- 
tion 6, which specifically authorizes the 
seizure and condemnation of any prop- 


erty owned auder contract or in som- 
bination . prolailbited by the Sherman 
law, had remained a dead letter. The 
seizure in question was a complete 
| surprise to the tobacco company, which 
is already. under prosecution by the 
federal government. It is supposed 
that this seizure. will precipitate ‘an 
action which under the law of seizure 
would bring to light information other- 
wise not obtainable, which the gov- 
ernment might use against the trusts. 


Pension Roll Falling Off. 

The report of Pension Commissioner 
Warner shows a decrease of 18,600 in 
the number of persons on the pension 
rolls at the end of the last fiscal year 
as compared with the previous year. 
This is the greatest decrease in the 
history of the bureau. 

Evening Mail Distribution. 

Postmaster Morgan of New York has 
just begun the experiment of a delivy- 
ery of mail in the evening to persons 
| west of Fifth avenue and between Fit- 

ty-ninth and Ninetieth streets, all mail 
received between 6 and 8 p. m. being 
delivered the same evening.. Under 
the old arrangement. all this mail 
would lay in the stations untilmorn- 
ing. The plan is to be extended to the 
entire city as soon as there is an ap- 
propriation for the additional men nec- 
essary.

Bryan In New York. 

W. J. Bryan, the Nebraska states- 
man, began another week’s campaign 
with several addresses ine New York 
city. In his speech at Cooper Union 
Mr. Bryan reiterated his charge that 

many of the great metropolitan pa- 
pers are owned “by interests not 
known to the public” and are run not 
as newspapers, but to exploit other en- 

terprises. While he did not specify 
any particular paper, he said he had 


trustworthy information that a large 


proportion ‘of the newspapers are 
owned “for no other purpose but to 
deceive the public.” He repeated that 
in many the columns are “for sale to 
the highest bidder,” but said it was 
not necessary to give proof of a fact 
that was so self evident. The World 
had offered its columns to him to 
substantiate his charges... The Nebras- 
kan appeared in New York under the 
auspices of the Progressive Democratic 
league. The fact leaked out that he 
had a private conference with W. R. 
Hearst before starting on his up state 
trip. To the striking telegraphers he 
said their struggle and others of that 
kind made necessary a new law creat- 
ing a tribunal of arbitration. 


Third Term Prize Contest. 

Oregon’s new senator, Jonathan 
Bourne, Jr., has utilized a novel meth- 
od of testing the third term sentiment 
of the country by offering through the 
National Magazine 
a cash reward of 
$1,000, open to the

American people, 
tor tne vest articie 
in support of three 
contentions—name- 
ly, that the people 
and not Roosevelt 
will decide his suc- 
cessor, that Roose- 
velt cannot decline 
a second elective 
term or attempt to 
name his successor 
without making his 
desires or “egotistical opinions” para- 
mount to the wishes of the party and 
of the nation and that Roosevelt's 
character and policies have won the 
confidence of the people by showing his 
ability to make good as the nation’s 
public servant and not as its dictator 
and that, barring death or illness, 
“President Roosevelt must and will be 
selected and elected for a second elec- 
tive term.” 


A Preacher In Politics. 

The Rev. John L. Scudder, pastor of 
the First Congregational church of Jer- 
sey City, in presiding at a Republican 
mass meeting recently explained his 
political activity in these words: “The 
minister of the twentieth century is 
something more than pious bric-a-brac 
or a dear old dominie with no mind of 
his own and just about fitted to say 
sweet nothings to the ladies at an aft- 
eftioon tea.” He is a prophet of God 
to denounce sin in high places and 
stand up for the right, no matter what 
the consequences may be. I am a 
parson, and in the pulpit it is my 
business to preach the gospel, but I 
am also.a citizen in free America, and 
on the platform I reserve the right to 
speak my mind and fight openly for 
righteousness and decent government.” 
He then proceeded to make an earnest 
speech for the re-election of Mark 
Fagan, the present incumbent of the 
mayor's office. 

Conventions of Trust Curbers. © 

At Chicago 400 delegates appointed 
by state governors met under the aus- 
pices of the National Civic federation 
to discuss the curbing of trusts. Pres- 
{dent Butler of Columbia university. 
who presided, made 
an address in which 
he warned against 
premature or ill con- 
sidered measures for 
the regulation of 
“public service cor- 
porations lest they 
disturb “that faith 
President Butler. which civilized man 
has in his fellows and upon which 
Ssts the whole enormous structure of 
our credit system.” He added that if 
this were destroyed there. would be 
few corporations of any kind left to 
regulate. At the same time he admit- 
ted that the country was face to face 
with new economic conditions and 
abuses which must be checked. He 
thought that the Sherman law com- 
mits the nation to a too extreme pol- 
Yey by exalting competition over co- 
operation. Many economists of na-

The President Back Home. 

President Roosevelt returned to 
Washington after having made several! 
stops on his way from the Louisiana 


canebrakes, where he had ‘been hunt-. 


ing for two weeks. From the sports- 
man’s point of view his hunt was not 
very successful. Up to the last day 
of his outing he had killed one deer, 
but on that day brought down a good 
sized black bear trailed by the dogs. 
At Nashville, Tenn., where the presi- 
dent stopped over several hours after 
having made a brief visit to Vicks- 
burg, he delivered three addresses and 
took part in two parades. vernor 
Patterson and the mayor of Nashville 
were on hand, with other prominent 
citizens, to receive him, and-a com- 
pany of Confederate veterans marched 
as a special escort. In his speeches, 
referring to the prevailing panic in 
Wall street, he took occasion to say 
emphatically that his policies would be 
persevered in, and he summed them 
up in one brief sentence, saying that 
“they cepresent the effort to punish 
successful dishonesty.” He doubted 
if they had any effect in bringing 
about the present trouble, but if they 
did he said it would not alter in the 
slightest degree his course. A tempo- 
rary commercial depression he would 
consider small cost if it were necessary 
to arouse civic manhood in our nation. 
After his address the president and 
his party visited the Hermitage, the 
home occupied by President Andrew 
Jackson. During his journey he had 
visited eleven states, and his main 
purpose was to give the weight of his 
office to the movement for a ship canal 
in the Mississippi. 


LEGAL-CRIMINAL 


Gillette of the Mutual Guilty. 

Former Vice President Walter R. 
Gillette of the Mutual Life Insurance 
company now faces a possible max- 
imum penalty of, ten years’ imprison- 
ment at hard labor, having been found 
guilty by a New York jury on the 
charge of perjury before the grand 
jury in connection with the so called 
“yellow dog” fund appropriated by 
that company for the purpose of con- 
trolling legislation. The jury made a 
recommendation for mercy, Pending 
sentence the venerable Insurance man 
was confined in a Tombs cell. 
Chadwick Secret Withheld.

financial deals. This is expected to 
keep inviolate the names of various 
prominent persons Who were supposed 
to be connected with the Chadwick 
transactions. 

Phelps, Dodge & Co. Indicted. 

At Santa Fe, N. M., indictments have 
been returned by the federal grand 
jury against the old and established 
New York firm of Phelps, Dodge & Co., 
charging fraud in the securing of coal 
lands in that section. . ' 


RELIGIOUS 


Open Pulpit Plan Adopted. 

On the last day of the Episcopal gen- 
eral convention at Richmond the house 
of deputies concurred in the: action of 
the bishops adopting a canon providing 
for the open pulpit and allowing the 
use of Episcopal churches by Chris- 
tians not members of this denomina- 
tion, 

It was decided that after the present 
term of the presiding bishop his suc- 
cessor should be elected by the house 
of bishops, subject to the concurrence 
of the house of deputies, and that the 
term of office should be six years. No 
agreement was reached on the adop- 
tion of a standard Bible.

German Balloon the Winner. 

The second international long dis- 
tance balloon race, which was begun 
Oct. 21 at St. Louis in the presence of 
a throng of 100,000 people, was won 
by the German balloon Pommern, pi- 
loted by Osear Mrbsloeh and H. H. 
Clayton of the Blue Hill observatory. 
The Pommern made a successful land- 
ing on the very brink of the Atlantic 
ocean near. Asbury Park, N. J., at 8 
o’clock in the morning on the 23d, 873 
miles from the starting point in a bee 
line. Erbsloeh had plenty of gas, bal- 
last and food left and could have gone 
much farther if 
the winds had 
been so as to 
carry him on in- 
to New England.

Pommern was 
that of the 
French balloon L’Isle de France, pilot- 
ed by Leblanc and Mix, which came to 
earth at Herbertsville, N.- J.,- 867 miles 
distant from St. Louis, The third 
prize goes to another German balloon, 
the Dusseldorf, piloted by Von Aber- 
cron and Heideman, for going 825 miles 
to Dover, Del. The American balloon, 
St. Louis, sailed by Hawley and Post, 
took the fourth place with a flight to 
Westminstei, Md., a distance of 730 
miles. Their gas gave out at this 
point. Chandler and McCoy, who last 
week won the Lahm cup by their 
flight from St. Louis to Walton, W. Va., 
a distance of 475 miles, were fifth in 
the race in their balloon America, land- 
ing at Portland, Md., a distance of 
725 miles. The Anjou of France, op- 
erated by Gasnier and Levee, came to 
the earth at Armenius Mines, Va., 700 
miles from the starting point. The 
German balloon Abercron, managed by 
Meckel and Denig, reached Manassas, 
Va., 680 miles. Major H. B. Hersey 
and A. T. Atherholt, in the American 
balloon United States, terminated their 
voyage at Caledonia, Ont., 650 miles 
from St. Louis, while Griffith Brewer 
and Lieutenant Barbazon, in the Lo- 
tus II., landed in Ohio, 875 miles from 
the point of ascension. 

The world’s balloon record, which 
has stood for seven years, was estab- 
lished in 1900 by. Count Henri Dele- 
vaux, who covered 1,800 miles in a 
balloon from Paris into Russia. He 
broke the record established July 1, 
1859, by Professor John Wise, who 
covered a distance of 1,150 miles from 
St. Louis to Henderson, N. Y. 

Beachy Wins Airship Sprint. 

In the dirigible balloon race with 
which the great aeronautic tournament 
at St. Louis closed Lincoln Beachy of 
Omaha was victorious over Thomas 
Baldwin, his former teacher. Beachy 
navigated his cigar shaped vessel with 
a gasoline motor from the balloon 
grounds to the Blair monument and 
back, a distance of two miles, in four 
minutes and thirty seconds, winning 
the first prize of $1,500. 

Numérous Spots on the Surt> 

Professor John Brashear of Pitts- 
burg reports that the surface of the 
sun has been literally covered with 
spots for the last week or two, several 
of which could be seen with the naked 
eye. Five groups extended to the equa- 
torial region, where they do not usually 
occur, and one of these was estimated 
to cover 100,000 square miles. 

A New Diamond Maker. 

A report from Paris tells of a dis- 
covery in the direction of artificial 
diamond making which is a distinct 
advance upon the Moisson crystal car- 
.bon making. The new method is cred- 
fted by the Academy of Science to 
Aristide Charette, a chemist hitherto 
unknown. He says he has formed 
minute. diamonds by passing a feeble 
electric current through a tube con- 
taining sulphuret of carbon and metals 
like iron. 

To Build House In Day. 

One of the latest schemes developed 
by Thomas A. Edison, the noted elec’ 
trician, is the plan of building a house 
of solid concrete by means of an iron 
mold, into which the soft material can 
be turned until the building is com- 
plete even to the top of the chimney 
This mold, he says, will permit the 
construction of a house with the roof. 
heating pipes, stairs, window sashes, 
mantels, plumbing, floors and bath- 
tubs all of concrete. The only wood 
tied will be strips on the sides of the 
floor to take tacks for carpet and the 
front stoop, and even this latter, he 
thinks, may be avoided. The mold 
will cost about $30,000, but may be 
used indefinitely. It is left in position 
for six days to permit the concrete to 
thoroughly settle and harden, when it 
may be removed for further use. Mr. 
Edison estimates that a moderate sized 
house can be‘built in twelve hours and 
at. a cost of $1,000. It would be proof 
against damage by fire and children 
and would last practically forever.

Pure Food Law Defended. 
Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief chemist of the 
agricultural department, in an inter- 
view defends the national pure food 
law ftom the attacks of those who 
charge the incréased cost of living to 
its operation. Dr.-Wiley admits that 
pure foods are worth more and should 
bring higher prices in the markets 
than debased foods and says that any 
legitimate rise in the price on this ac- 
count is a benefit to the consumer rath- 
er than to the producer and should be 
regarded as a blessing and not as a 
curse. He calls attention to the fact 
that, while pure foods have advanced 
in price, the adulterated articles hawe 
declined. Nevertheless he points out 
that the great staple articles which 
form 90 per cent of the food supply are 
not and cannot be affected hy this law. 
He warns the public that in no case 
does the government guarantee the pu- 
rity of any article manufactured and 
sold, but merely aims to have the goods 
sold for what they are.

Record of the Peace Congress. 
The net results of the international 
peace conference at The Hague, which 
extended from June 5 to Oct. 18, are, 
in the opinion of General Horace Por- 
ter, a prominent member of the -Amer- 
fean delegation, far beyond expecta- 
tion instead of being a disappointment, 
as has been frequently reported in 
cable dispatches. General Porter said 
they had done the work they were sent 
to do—namely, to establish the prin- 
ciple of the inviolability of private 
property at sea as a rule of interna- 
tional law. He says they secured for 
this the support of a large majority of 
the powers represented, although they 
failed to win unanimous assent. Be- 
sides this the conference has placed 
restrictions upon the use of floating 
mines, has forbidden the bombardment 
of undefended seacoast towns, has 
prohibited the levying of contributions 
by threats, has shielded the noncom- 
batant in wartime, has strengthened 
the provisions for relief of the wound- 
ed and has taken precautions against 
a revival of privateering by insisting 
that converted merchant vessels be 
formally enrolled upon the naval list 
and commanded by naval officers, and, 
finally, just before adjournment, the 
plan of a permanent court of arbitra- 
tion was agreed upon, with only a few 
of the smaller nations dissenting, not 
' from the principle, but as to the meth- 
od of conducting ‘negotiations, holding 
that the judges should be appointed 
upon the basis of the equality of all 
nations. As to the collection of debts 
by force of arms, the Porter resolution, 
forbidding the employment of force 
until] after arbitration should have been 
refused or after an award had been set 
at naught, was unanimously. accepted.

The German public has been greatly 
interested in the libel suit brought by 
Count von Moltke at Berlin against M.

OBITUARY: 
MRS. CALLAHAN. 


Mrs. Callahan was born 
Scotland district, 


in the 
Sept. 25, 1813. 


soldier in the war of 1812, so that her 
birth occurred during his absence. 
On his return home finding business 
at a low stage, he took his family to 
Cincinnati. Here he found employ- 
ment and he was one of the crew 
who took the first steamboat down 
the Ohio. On a later trip he was 
taken with typhoid fever and died at 
Natchez, Miss. In those days news 
travelled slowly, he had died and 
was buried before the family heard 
of hig’ sickness. 

So the widow returned with her 
three children to Andover. The trip 
from Cincinnati te Buffalo was made 
in a one horse wagon, containing a 
few needful goods. They brought 
their dog to watch the wagon at 
night, and he slept with his head on 
the little box in which they kept their 
money. 

Whoever has not heard Mrs.*Calla- 
han narrate the incidents of that 
journey has missed a rich treat. Her 
mother and younger brother rode in 
the wagon while she and her brother 
Tom walked, barefoot, the six hun- 
dred miles to. Buffalo, _ putting on 
their shoes when some village was 
about to be reached. 

From Buffalo to Albany they trav- 
elled by canal boat. Reaching Al- 
bany they failed to receive money 
they hoped would await them, - so 
young Mary Ann took. matters into 
her own hands.. Running away se- 
cretly from her companions | she 
studied the street signs till she found 
a stage office. Here she so interested 
the proprietor that he agreed to take 
them all on their way, although the 
only payment they could make him 
was one of the feather beds they had 
used in the wagon. 

Miss Loring found employment 
in the old stone mill in Abbott Vil- 
lage, then a woolen mill owned by 
an English immigrant named James 
Howarth... His wife was overseer of 
all the female hands. 

The village at that. time had a saw 
mill, a grist mill, a bakery, a store 
and two taverns. Most of the oper- 
atives attended the West Church. 
For seven years. our friend was a 
member of its choir. At the 75th an- 
niversary of that church, Mrs. Calla- 
han was one of the three survivors 
of those who witnessed the laying of 
its corner stone. 

Her first husband was Anthony 
Currier and her home after marriage 
was in Newburyport. One son 
gladdened this home, Anthony Dav- 
enport, but at the age of seventeen 
he was drowned. 

Becoming a widow she again re- 
turned to Andover and later married 
Robert Callahan who was for many 
years sexton of the South church, 
and who died in 1889. 

Her Philanthropic Labors. 

While Mrs. Callahan was a_ mill 
worker in Abbott Village, .a. resident, 
Mrs. Pascal Abbott, suggested to 
the women in the. mill . that they 
should do something for the: religi. 
ous welfare of the children growing 
up in these homes, many of them 
ignorant and irreligious immigrants. 
A Sabbath school was opened to 
teach the children to read. the Bible. 
Students from the Seminary ° were 
asked to commence a weekly prayer 
meeting in the brick block. Among 
the students who conducted ~ these 
meetings were Messrs. Munson and 
Lyman—renowned in after days for 
their martyr death in the island of 
Sumatra which they were exploring 
in the interest of missions. 

As many of the young men em- 
ployed in the village were going 
astray, some falling into intemperate 
habits, a Temperance Society was 
formed— one of whose first offi- 
‘cers was Mrs. Callahan (then Mrs. 
Currier). With the primary aim of 
this society were combined others: 


relieving the very poor, providing 
nurses and watchers for the sick, 
comforting the afflicted and re- 


claim‘ng the erring. 

Meetings were held in the Village 
Hall—over the store to sew for 
the destitute, and evening lectures 
given to provide for the youth safe 
entertainment. ~ Thus was _ antici- 
pated as early as 1834 the work of 
the present Guild. 

After-her return. to Andover and 
second marriage she became _ fore- 
most among all the women of this 
town in her self-appointed’ ministry 
to its poor. Her tact and skill in 
this work were unusual. Going to 
them as one with them ‘she could 
elicite, as no one else could, the true 
statement of ‘their real wants. These 
she would present to her more fa- 
vored townswomen and obtain the 
needed supplies. Hundreds  »f 
miles she must have walked in this 
work of ministration, whose only 
recompence was the joy of doing 
good. Was not that tramp of six 
hundred miles in childhood a train- 
ing for these long walks continued 
into old age? 

So marked were her gifts for as- 
certaining the actually needy and de- 
tecting imposters, that she was somc- 
times. requested by the selectmen to 
investigate cases brought to them. 

Moreover, she opened her house 
for years to a Dorcas Society which 
prepared articles for the poor, here 
and for missionary barrels. Scores 
of such barrels for the West and 
South she packed with her own 
hands, and only gave up when per- 
suaded by others that she was too 
feeble to continue the effort. 

As she ministered to others, so, 
in the years when body and mind 
failed, was she not forgotten by her 
Father in Heaven but given a kind, 
patient, painstaking care to the end. 

And has she not heard the 
Father’s voice saying, “Inasmuch as 
you have done it to even the least 
you did it unto Me.”

New England has a sober power 
to. tame-the- individualities- which she 
rears. In case they resist her and 
persist in being themselves, too com- 
monly they twist into a pensive or 
crabbed self. About such a result as 
that, there is nothing very admirable. 
One almost thinks that they would 
have done better to submit to the 
diligent washig and combing which 
would have issued in one of New 
England’s more _ conventional chil- 
dren. But now and then one escapes 
her grasp who turns neither sad nor 
sulky nor “queer.” Those who have 
read “Rebecca of Sunnybrook Farm” 
carry with them the image of one 
such child of New England. To read 
about her is to love the bright, elec- 
tric, imaginative little girl who re- 
mains so. triumphantly joyous and 
eager to the end of the chapter. 


Such another was Mrs. Mary Calla- 
han. Her actual childhood | lies 
eighty years behind in the track of 
the circling suns; but what she was 
as a child, she remained almost to 
the end of her chapter. Let them be 
thankful who can keep on memory’s 
walls the trim and graceful little 
figure, the fine features, the play of 
expression upon her ever-interesting 
face, her shrewdness, her humor, her 
keen good sense, her personal force, 
made up of imagination and will well 
blended. But how impossible it is 
to express her with words! One con- 
fesses that she was not alwavs what 
she ought to have been, according to 
New England’s taming theories; and 
yet somehow she was- somethine 
much better,—her sunny and wilful 
self. It was an old, old lady whom 
men carried to the grave on Tues- 
day; but I think that, as her spirit 
entered the pearly gates, the waiting 
mother did not find her very different 
from the. little girl who, eighty odd 
years ago, danced along the weary 
miles from Cincinnati back to Ando- 
ver, joyfully living, and irresistably 
cheering the sad caravan of the wid- 
owed mother and the  fatherless 
brothers and sisters. 


Theophilus Clinton Frye.- 


The annals of the Frye ‘family o 
Andover have already been published 
in the Townsman in 1897 and 18698, 
and since that date other articles have 
appeared in print elsewhere concern- 
ing the work of the late Theophilus 


Clinton Frye, who died in Lawrence: 


at the Wood Home for the Aged, and 
who was buried with his fathers in 
the family lot in the South yard, Oc- 
tober 19, 1907. He had sucha per- 
ennial interest in all that belonged to 
Andover, 1 
years on a manuscript-genealogy of 
the descendants of John Frye of An- 
dover brought him into contact with 
so many descendants of the old pro- 
prietors, that I would like to adda 
little to the good words already said 
about him. For to him and the late 
Alfred Poore, of Salem, who also 
passed away at the. Derby Home for 
the Aged recently, our “Historical 
Andover” articlés owe much of value, 
collected years ago, when none of us 
of the next generation to these vet- 
erans, knew or cared about the tra- 
ditions of the old people. 

Alexis Frye, the Cuban school su- 
perintendent, visited Mr. Frye some 
time ago, and planned-to call the va- 
rious clans of Frye together before 
our venerable historian passed away, 
but was hindered after he had issued 
a circular to call attention to this 
work. Many were looking forward 
to a reunion on old historic Andover 
grants, of the Fryes, here and else- 
where, including our John, William, 
the Quaker.of Eliot Maine, and Col. 
Joshua Frye,. of Virginia, friend cf 
Washington. 

Mr. Frye was born August 25, 1819, 
son of James Frye of Andover and 
Elsie Houston of New York. His 
father was early associated with Van- 
derbilt in the ferry business, being a 
practical engineer and surveyor, and 
the family sojournings had a wide 
range, from the Harbor to the Cat- 
skills. James built the house in Frye 
Village opposite Smith Hall, as his 
father, Theophilus Frye,. lived on the 
estate so long held by the late John 
Smith. Theophilus and his brother 
James, Jr., owned a sugar plantation 
in Cuba, and he has told much of the 
political uprisings and with great glee 
of his service as a “colonel” in the 
Cuban army to protect his venture 
there. James was taken ill in Cuba; 
after his brother came home, and 
many of us recall the return to An- 
dover of James, to die in three short 
days. He left the mother and his 
brother and two surviving sisters, 
Elsie Ette and Josephine, an ample 
fortune, which was invested, finally, 
in the Grant—Ward Company. The 
family, after Madame Frye became a 
widow, lived more than twenty years 
in the Harding house on High street, 
and here the elder daughter married 
Rev. Edward C. Miles, a gifted grad- 
uate of Andover Seminary and a 
promising author. When the crash 
came, that broke Gen. Grant’s brave 
heart, and_ the Frye fortune -was 
swept away, our friend, wholly un- 
fitted by a life of student’s ease, took 
up with patient courage the work he 
had inherited an aptness for, and took 
a position in the engineering depart- 
ment of the Pacific mills. In ad- 


vvanced, life, he lost, mother and sister } 


Josephine, ill himself with pneumonia, 
and his Lawrence home broken up, 
the rest of his long journey was taken 
in weakness, cut off from the home 
with his brother-in-law Miles by the 
complete breakdown of that brilliant 
scholar. The only son died in early 
manhood and the devoted sister and 
i her loyal daughter Una, an artist of 
promise have borne the heavy end for 
long years of the added burdens 
dropped by these two strong men. 
The bravery, the cheerful content, of 
Mr. Frye’s long sojourn in the Law- 
rence Hospital, and the Wood Home 
for the Aged, his marvellous grip to 
the last on the youthful vigor of in- 
terest in family, town, and national 
life, is equalled only by the record of 
his cousin Andrew Frye (born here 
1811), who survives, and is a familiar 
figure at the home of his sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Cooley. Back of. these two were 
two very ancient dames, who lived to 
90 and 94. 

October 26, we said goodbye to'the 
sister and niece, whose home is’ in 
Montclair, New Jersey. We have left 
of this branch, Mr. Newton Frye of 
North Andover and William of the 
Centre, and a distant cousin, James, 
of Haverhill. -As we sat with the 
aged companions in the parlor of the 
Wood Home, we thanked the Provi- 
dence that has given this safe harbor 
for the homeless. Mr. Wolcott read 
a poem to us at the service that held 
much of comfort and I pass along a 
few lines to them who, like Madame 
Miles, stand beside the last Andover 
open ‘grave.

_ The telephone company is engaged 
in what has become one of the most 
important of public services.
